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400 Miners 
Feared Lost

— Some 400 German coal 


miners are missing and feared 
trapped by a mine explosion to- 
day near here. Eleven men were 
officially reported dead and 70 
injured. 


The Saarland State Mine office 


said 480 miners were in the mine 
at the time of the explosion, Up 
to 1 p.m., about four hours after 
the blast, only 11 dead and 70 in- 
jured had been accounted for. 


The remaining 399 miners were 


officially listed as missing, 


The Coal Mine Office 
of the. 


State of Sarrland announced 216 
miners in the workings at the 
time of the blast were rescued or 
reached safety. 


Many of those saved suffered 


severe injuries. 


The explosion occurred about 9 


a.m. at a depth of 1,500 feet in 
the so-called Alsbach layer of the 
mine. The Mining Office blamed 
the blast on coal dust gas. 


The mine is at nearby Voel- 


klingen. 


Ambulances, fire brigades and 


rescue crews from the entire coal- 
rich Saar Basin raced to the area. 
Screaming sirens alerted the en- 
tire region and families of men 
employed at the mine began clus- 
tering at the entrance to the mine. 


A rescue crew from the U.S. 


Army in Kaiserlatitcn was sent to 
the area to assist.

Water Resources 
Hearing Set 
LITTLE ROCK (AP)-A public 


hearing in connection with a sur- 
vey report on development of wa- 
ter resources of the Fourche'La 
Fave River Basin in Yell and Per- 
ry Counties will be held March 
1 in the National Guard Armory 
at Perryville. 


Col. 
John C. Dalrymple, U.S. 


Army District Engineer, said the 
report was to determine advisabil- 
ity of further improvements in the 
Basin in the interest of flood con- 
trol and supplemental water for 
agricultural purposes, 


The report was authorized by a 


resolution adopted March 16, 1954, 
by the Committee on Public Works 
of the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives, but funds for the study were 
not made available by the Con- 
gress until this fiscal year.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS OF THE. 
CITY OF HOPE, ARKANSAS: 
| 


SECTION 1. That for the priv- 


ilege of using the public streets, j 
alleys, avenues, public grounds 
and places in the Cily of Hope, Ar- 
kansas, necessary in furnishing 
nalural gas lo the inhabitants ofj 
said 
city, 
and 
the 
furnishing, 


selling and distributing of natural 
gas within the said City of Hope, | 
Arkansas, as a public utility, all 
gas companies having set up and 
in operation one hundred 
fifty 


(150) or more gas meters through 
which gas is sold to customers in 
the Cily of Hope, Arkansas, shall 
pay lo said cily a franchise tax 
as hereinafter set out. 


SECTION 2. Beginning on De- 


cember 31, 1961, and at the close 
of each calendar year thereafter, • 
such gas companies shall deter- 
mine Ihe average number of do- 
meslic and commercial meters 
for Ihe preceding year within Ihe 
corporate limits of the City ofi 
Hope, Arkansas, and shall inform 
the City Treasurer of the result j 
of such calculation. A franchise 
tax shall then be computed by mul- j 
liplying Ihe average number of 
meters by $2.00 per meter. 


SECTION 3. On or before March 


1, 1962, and each year thereafter 
such gas companies shall pay to 
the City Treasurer of the City of 
Hope, Arkansas, the amount of the 
lax for the preceding year as 
herein provided; provided that for 
good cause shown said payor may 
be granted an additional period of 
thirty (30) days after said pay- 
ment becomes due within which 
to make said payment to the City 
of Hope. 


SECTION 
4. 
The 
payments 


made under this ordinance by the 
gas company, or companies, af- 
fected shall be made in lieu of all 
other 
taxes, 
licenses, charges, 


fees or impositions, (other than 
the usual, or special ad valorem J 
taxes), which might be legally im- 
posed by the Cily, under the au- 
thority conferred by law. 


SECTION 5. All ordinances, or 


parts of ordinances, in conflict 
herewith, are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 6. Because of the in- 


crease in Ihe costs of material and 
labor, and Ihe depreciation of the 
value of the dollar, il is necessary 
lhal Ihe present franchise 
tax 


levied on certain gas companies in 
Ihe Cily of Hope, Arkansas, be in- 
creased to the end that each will 
bear its fair share of the tax 
burden, thereby preserving the 
public peace, health and safety, 
an emergency is hereby declared 
to exist, and this ordinance shall 
lake effecl and be in full force 
from, and after, its passage and 
approval.
